to withdraw bis amendment; : 

Mr. Booth could not agree with the propos- 
ition of the hon. Chiet Commissioner. He 
thought it would bea very unwise step to 
throw these leads opep to pre-emption, until 
the Indian reservations were made, and all 
danger of conflict between the natives and 
settlers be put beyond a peradveature. 

Me Robson spoke at considerable length in 
favor of the motion, aud showed that unless 
these lands were thrown open at once, they 
would jin all probability pass beyond the 
control of th:s Government, and be teserved | 
for railway purposes, to the extent of twenty ;

railway, 

Mr. Aediian supported the ameadment of 
the member tor Esqyuima}t. He knew som- 
thiag about the Chileonteg copntry, aud he 
believed that if those lands were thrown Open 
fot pre-emption at once,)many settlers would 
flock into that country jand take up lands, 
and the result would be gure and certain dif- 
ficully with the IJodiang. He therefore 
thought it would be better to hold these lands 
fiom settlers antil propef measures were 
taken to throw them open for settlement. 

Mr. Humphreys epoke against the amend 
ment, and expressed the opinion that if the 
bon. mover of it had understood the question 
tully, he would not bave made it. There was 
no teal ground forthe apprebended danger 
from the Chilcoaten Judians, any more than 
{rom the Fraser river, Thompson river, or 
anyother of the inierior tribes. He quoted 
from the Land Pre-omption Act, to show that 
no one under that Act could pre-empt Indian 
leads, and hence all tbe fears entertained by 
hon. gentlemen as tothe rights of Indians 
beipg interferred with by settlers, were en- 
tirely unfounded. Le contended strongly for 
the removal of the reservations, and thus en- 
courage the settlement of the country. 

Hog. Mr, DeCosmos said- the subject was 
one belonging to the Drpartment of I.ands 
ang Works, There was a large trect of land 
lying between the Fraser river and Bute In- 
let; well adapted for settlement, Ia reserv- 
ing that tract of country, he believed the late 
Government acted in good faith, and be 
stated it was the intention of the present 
Government to protect the rights of the In- 
dians, and also to open up the country for 
pre-cmption at anu early date. 

A'vore was bere taken, on the amendment 
of the member for Esquimalt, and it was lost

H. B, Co.'s ship Lady Lampson, Capt. 
Pann Seite in Eequimalt harbor yester:
